The Armenian Numismatic Society, at a special banquet, had 
as their guest, Dr. Paul Z. Bedoukian, the world renowned author- 
ity on Armenian numismatics. 

Dr. Bedoukian is the first Armenian to delve extensively 
into the ancient coinage of the Armenian people. His publications 
are the standard for all numismatists to study and follow. His 
first major publication was the Cilician Armenian coins, and his 
most recent publication is the coins of the Artaxiads of Armenia. 
He has just finished the coinage of the period preceeding Tigran 
the Great, of the first century before Christ. The period of 
five centuries before Christ has always been a blank spot in the 
Armenian history and the lineage of the kingdoms. But, because of 
Dr. Bedoukian's involvement in numismatics, history and archeol- 
ogy, he has come up with the rulers.in Armenia Minor during that 
period. This masterful piece of discovery and its manuscript will 
astound the academic and numismatic world. The publication has 
been accepted by the American Numismatic Society and will be 
released next year. 

Dr. Bedoukian was introduced at the banquet by Yeghia Ner- 
cessian (1), secretary of the Armenian Numismatic Society, where- 
in Dr. Bedoukian gave those attending an insight to his person- 
ality and his keen interest and dedication to the Armenian peo- 
ple and numismatics. It is interesting to note, that Dr. Bedoukian 
has always, from his youth, been interested in antiques and an- 
tiquities, which finally boiled down to ancient numismatics. Dr. 
Bedoukian's family moved to Bulgaria after WWI and at the age 
of eight showed interest in antiquities. Later coming to Amer- 
ica, he studied and was one of thirty-four students to enter 
Yale University to study Chemical Engineering. Of his class, 
only sventeen graduated, and of the seventeen, only three obs 
tained jobs, at the bottom of the depression. He received his 
Ph.D. in Chemistry in 1943 from Yale and started his own con- 
sulting firm, which gave him the opportunity to travel on behalf 
of his clients, and to meet people in all walks of life. This 
was the chance that he had hoped for, as he now had the means

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and the time to find and pur- 
chase the Armenian coins to 
which his heart had been set 
for so many years. In visiting 
the museums and collections 
around the world, he was able 
to gather information and make 
impressions of the coins, for 
his future publications and 
studies. 

In 1952, he started his 
masterpiece, the Coinage of 
Cilician Armenia. Here he found 
that he had another treasure, 
his wife, as she was an accom- 
plished writer with great 
ability; she assisted him in 
the typing of his manuscripts. 
The first one he submitted to 
the American Numismatic Society 
in 1962 was accepted for 
publication, being the most ex- 
pensive publication of the So- 
ciety up to that time. 

Upon his acceptance as a 
world authority in Armenian nu- 
mismatics, collectors from all 
over the world would send him 
collections for identification 
and purchase. This gave him the 
opportunity to purchase a 
great many coins of every de- 
scription and value from single Fig. 1. Khatchkar, in 
coins to large collections. bronze, presented to 
Like some investments, eoins Dr. Paul Z. Bedoukian. 
have increased greatly in value, 
however, it was not his intention 
to make money from these coins, but rather to use the opportu- 
nity do donate them to many museums throughout the world. 

Dr. Bedoukian had some advice to those having no hobbies: 
to get into the coin collecting field and that if you do, you'll 
never have to lie down on a psychiatrist's couch. 

The Armenian public owes a great debt of gratitute to Dr. 
Bedoukian for his untiring, dedicated work in the field of Ar- 
menian numismatics. 

A highlight of the evening was the presentation to Dr. 
Bedoukian by Luther Eskijian, president of the Armenian Numis- 
matic Society, of an exquisite bas relief in bronze, of a khatch- 
kar, executed by Andreas Torossian, a master craftsman, who 
learned his trade in Soviet Armenia. The khatchkar is a replica 
of one, now resting in Echmiadzin. Mr. Torossian received the 
Gertificate of Appreciation of the Society for his masterful 
craftsmanship of the khatchkar on behalf of the Society.
